Fatal Railroad Collision. 
Cuicag@o, October 29. 

The passenger train bound north on 
the Panhandle road ‘and an outgoing 
freight on the Michigan Central col- 
lided yesterday morning at the Joliet 
crossing, 30 miles southeast of this 
city. Both engines were thrown from 
the track and wreeked, falling upon 
and setting fire to the flagman’s box, 
into which the flagman, Peter Callie, 
retreated upon seeing a collision in- 
evitable, and was burned to death. 
William Morris, the engineer of the 
Panhandle train, and John Kellogg, 
head brakeman of the Michigan Cen- 
tral train, were killed; Donegan, engi- 
neer of the Michigan Central train, 


was severely injured and crazed by 


hurts and fright. He ran four miles, 
to Dyer, Indiana, where he arrived a 
lunatic. John Gorman, fireman on 
the same train, was also hurt. The 
passengers were badly shaken by the 
shock, but no one was seriously hurt.

Quieted by a Rainsterm. 
LEBANON, Va., October 29. 

A serious railroad war is in progress 
near here. Robert H. Coleman, the 
owner of the New Cornwall & Lebanon 
Railroad, put 50 men at work laying 
track upon the Cornwall ore hills, 
passing over the property of William 
C. Freeman, Managerzof the Old Corn- 
wall Railroad. While the men were 
at work, Freeman, with 250 men, 
charged upon them and tore up the 
new track for 400 yards. The Free- 
man party then made a track aud ran 
upon it a train of loaded coal cars, 
This morning’s rain prevented the 
parties from resuming hostilities. 


Pennsylvania Railroad War. 
PITTSBURG, October 29. 

A Newcastle, Penn., special says: 
Sheriif Dands and a strong posse left 
here last night in a wagon for Rock 
Point, with orders of attachment from 
Judge McJunking, to arrest the offi- 
cers and employes of the Pennylvania 
Company for contempt of court.

A Successful Burglary. 
SPRINGFIELD, Mass., October 29. 

The most daring robbery ever per- 
petrated in this city, occurred yester- 
day morning. The jewelry store of L. 
O. Stowe & Co., on Main street, had 
its safe broken open and rifled of dia- 
monds, gold bracelets and watches, 
valued at between $10,000 and $15,000. 
The job was done at between 4 and 6 
o’clock by a gang of professionals, 
who left a fine kit of tools. The rob- 
bery was not discoveded till 1 o’clock, 
The burglars are supposed to have 
left the city on the 6:05 train.

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Outrageous if True. 
Paris, October 29. 


The mail advices show that the 
French forces in an encounter in the 
vicinity of Hanoi, early in September, 
met the Chinese regulars, well armed 
and officered. After a conflict of three 
days, during which the French took 
some of the enemies’ works, they 
withdrew leaving Haoppong still in 
the hands of the enemy. Some troops 
of the King of Annam, were with the 
enemy. Letters from Saigo 
that murders and cruelties were com- 
mitted near Hue, on the occasion of 
the capture by the French sailors, 
Admiral Courbet directed that there 
should be no quarter given to men, 
women or children. Three hundred 
Annamites, fleecing by the Bay of 
Thuran, were all shot; 150 more drift- 
ing in a junk, without arms or ores, 
were also massacred. The Figaro de- 
clares that admiral Courbet, at the 
instance of Commissioner Harmond, 
allowed the perpetration of such an 
order, to terrorize the Annamites. The 
Temps denies that Admiral Courbet 
gave such erders, but admite that 
1,200 of the enemy wereslain at Thuan. 


Brutal Officer. 
BERLIN, October 29. 

General Steinman, the officer com- 
maunding the troops at Oldenburg, who 
is a Prussian, and only recently ap- 
pointed to that place, has made himself 
very unpopular. He grossly insulted 
the soldiers and pecple of Oldenburg, 
whereupon he received a challenge 
from an Oldenburg officer. The men 
met, and the challenger was gravely 
wounded. Generul Steinman’s house 
was afterwards attacked and partly 
demolished by a mob, which had to 
be dispersed’ by a force of soldiers.

About 20 miles south of Still- 
water, in Churchill county, on the 
Sand Springs Flat, at the foot o 
the mountain, there is a heap of 
sand about a hundred feet high and 


nearly a mile across which sings in 
the wind and is constantly chang- 
ing. It is thrown by the wind, 
which there has a circular motion, 
into a vast round wall with a hol- 
low in the center half a mile across, 
which goes two-thirds of the way 
to the bottom. It is steep and hard 
to climb to the top and on the in- 
side is even more steep, so stcep 
that no one has ever dared to go 
down for fear that the loose sand 
would slide down and bury them 
up. There are similar dunes on the 
Sandwich Islands, on the Hebrides 
and on the Atlantic Coast. Prof. 
Bolton of Trinity College, Hart- 
ford, Conn., is collecting data in re- 
gard to them. 


Prefitable Sale ef Horses. 
Jack Leathers, formerly of Pyra- 
mid and Wadsworth, recently re- 
turned from Stockton, Cal., where 
he sold 150 head of Nevada horses 


Indriving across 
the mountains, Leathers reports 
having been interviewed between 
Bowman’s dam aud Eureka South, 
by an immense grizzly bear. Bruin 
evidently mistook the bell of the 
lead horse for a sheep bell, and 
rushing through the chaparral in 
the expectancy of a fat wether for 
lanch, he struck the band of horses 
about midway, scattering them all 
over the mountain side, but upon 
perceiving his mistake, he lost no 
time in getting out of the way. Mr. 
Leathers expects to make another 
drive before the road is blocked 
with snow.
